AFFAIRS AT FRANK FCRT. 
[Social Correspondence of the Louisville Jcurnal.] 
Frankfort, Feb. 12, 1858. 

The House of Representatives consumed the 
greater portion of the morning in the discussion of 
the bill introduced l.y Gen. Combs to incorporate 
the Kentucky River Manufacturing Company. The 
object of the bill is the completion of the improve- 
ments of that beautif ul stream for the lienefit of the 
counties bordering upon it. Gen. Combs eloquently 
advocated the measure, and it was passed by a very 
large majority. It provides that, so soon as the 
company shall have completed one more lock and 
dam, the improvements already constructed shall 
be leased to them for the term of fifty years. The 
company are required to pay annually to the Sink- 
ing Fund an amount equivalent to the p-esent net 
income from these work. This measure will be of 
incalculable benefit to the rich and populous coun- 
ties bordering upon the river. It will open and 
make available the vast mineral and agricultural 
resources that are now shut out from access to mar- 
ket, and will develop astonishingly the coal, iron, 
andsalt products of our mountains. 

The lull to increase the capi al and give additional 
branches to the Commercial Bank is now under con- 
sideration and will probably be disposed of this af- 
ternoon. 

In the Senate a number of local bills were passed, 
among them one providing for an increase i f p t\ to 
the night watchmen in the Louisvi le and Jefferson 
county jail. 

No public measures of importance were brought 
up. 

The House has been retting all day with closed 
doors. A resolution to extend the session to the 22d 
inst. was offered in the House and lost — ayes 30, 
noes 62. 

Since early this morning it has been snowing 
gaily. The hills which environ our little capitol are 
now robed in spotless white. Old Winter has at 
last made his appearance in reality.

House — Mr. Hoard said that rumors were afloat 
involving the rights and dignity of the House, and 
asked leave to offer a resolution for the appointment 
of a committee to investigate and ascertain whether 
attempts have been made by persons connected with 
the Executive department, or persons acting under 
their advice, to influence the action of the House, 
directly or indirectly, by promise or intimidation, of 
giving or withholding patronage, &c. 
Livelv proceedings fol owed. 
Mr. Warren obj^e'ed to the reception of Hoard's 
>e olution. If he would put his finder on the per^ou 
so offending he would vote with him, but not on so 
sweeping and indefinite a charge. 

Mr. Houston — If the gentleman would state on 
his own responsibility the improper influences used, 
that wouM afford a tangible ground for investigation, 
but not scurrillous articles from n-.wspapers. 

Mr. Ho ird read from the Richmond South, which 
said that the Pi evident had declared to put the Le- 
compton cons'itution through in thirty da\ s or burst, 
as four d?si able votes co jld be procured by means 
of Executive appoin!ment e , but it wocll require 
nice engineering. 

The Spe-ker thought this did not present a ques- 
tion of privilege. 

Mr. Hoard read from the correspondence of the 
Tribune: "I learn that until Monday morning it 
was expected that Burn*, of Ohio," would vote 
against the Lecomptonites. On the morning of that 
day, however, he came to another perception of his 
duty on an understanding with the President that 
his son in-law should retain the valuable place of 
postmaster of K- . kuk. Iowa, and th-u he himself 
should be gratiiied with the office of Marshal of the

Mr. Howard read from the constitution showing 
that the President's power with Congress only ex- 
tends to matters of legislation; and in Washington's 
farewell address he spoke against trespassing on the 
rights of the National Legislature.

A Nixe Davs' Batt.-e iibtwken Canmbau — 
How they Cook axi> Eat tiieii. En-emits — The 
Honolulu Advertiser of a late date sat a: 

Hanaveve Valley, whxh lies opposite the hay. 
doe* r.ot resemble our Hawaiian \allejs. It is c'ot 
a gentle slope l«tween two hills, hut a ravine with 
steep aides, apparently split out from the mountain 
it i.-, however, one it ilie largest, most lieuutitni, 
and productive of the many gUn.s of Fatuhiva. This 
valley has rcceutH lieen the scene of a protracted 
war lietween the neighboring tribes. One of the^e 
contents lasted nine days, at the close of which the 
bodies of the captured dead were eaten. This can- 
nibal custom prevails throughout this jroup. 

They do rot have a great feast ovt r ire e human 
iiodies, as is generally supposed to I e the case, hut 
the l»ody is cut to pieces on the ba'tle let*, and each 
warrior takes his piece— an arm, a j .i:.t, a rib, ac- 
cording to his merit — raises it on his gun over his 
kbculder and marches home. There he calls his re- 
lations together, and they devour the flesh — some 
rooking it in slices like {o:k, but most eat it raw. 
The motive which induces th-jm to eat the bodies of 
their enemies is revenge; they fttl that their revenge 
is not satisfied until they have tasted of their bioad 
and flesh. When their hatred, anger, and revenge 
are at the highest point, ard their enemy lies dead 
before them, tbeu it culm-.r atea ia the fieudish act of 
eating human flesh, ar.d we may easily imagine that 
the quivering heart that cringes ar.d grates between 
their bloody teeth, is the sweetest morsel that a 
heathen warrior can ta»te. Thi« cannibalism is con- 
lired mostly to the older native.-, The younger 
people appear to be ashamed of the practice, and it 
is probable that lie/ore many years it will be extinct 
among the Marquesas. 

This famous battle of Hanaveve, Keketa tells us, 
lasted nine days. It consisted rather of skirmish- 
ing, though shots enough were fired to have killed 
a regiment. It is quite likely that these simple 
warriors did their firing with eyes shut, as during 
the entire c ntest but one or two persons were killed. 
The heathen party in this terrible scare entered into 
a compact with their conquerors, in which hostages 
were exchanged, but those of the vanquished ran 
away (from fear of being devoured, perhaps), and 
returned to their tribe, who immediately, in the most 
secret manner, took "bag and baggage" from the 
soil of their ancestors, and made a nasty retreat to 
the Island of Tahuaka. The victors having gained 
more than they anticipated, but just what tbey de- 
sired, took possession and divided the spoils. This 
contest was no ancient feud. There were but two 
points of approach to the valley, one by the moun- 
tain pats and one by sea. Never before had the 
enemy been able to force this narrow passage — a 
fastness of nature. They had been forced to steal 
through an aperture worn* by the waves through the 
northern point of the island, from whence they dis- 
charged their fire-arms upon their enemies and re- 
treated. It is now said that the exiles are home sick, 
that they desire to return, and that there are those 
of the cor.querors who would welcome them back. 

Thk Latest "Ism." — The Worcester Transcript 
gives the following account of a new Ism called 
"Kestitutionisni," which has recently sprung up in 
Worcester and some other places: 

The Restitutionists believe that what man lost in 
the fall is now beginning to be restored, and that the 
germ, now confined to their own small number, is 
yet to bud and flourish till it cover the earth. They 
are al! Restitutionists in one sense — thay believe 
that everything is t j come back to its original form 
and purity. Their Sabbath, therefore, occurs on 
Sttuni iv, as the original day of worship; and their 
meetings are held on Friday evening, liecauie it i* 
Sunday eve. They only use the Lord s prayer, as 
that alone can have efficacy with the Father. To 
them, or three of them at feast, is committed the 
apoatolic gift of t r:_rue ; this gift appears to be ra 
ther uaalaaa, as the word* spoken are njt onlv unin- 
telligible to bystanders but to the others who have a 
like gift till the inward manifestation of the 
spirit makes it known. They are God's chosen and 
willing instruments in whom" the Holy Spirit now 
develops himself partially, but through whose in- 
struments the world is soon to be entirely restored. 
This sect, small in numbers, is strong in the faith 
and woiking activity of its members. There are 
others of like faith in Athol, New Braiatree, Spring- 
field, and other pUces. 

As we said before, one of them wa3 arrested yes- 
terday for an assault and battery on his wife. It 
appeired ia evidence that his wife, who was once a 
believer, had now fallen from grace and therefore 
must fm converted. This for three mouths he had 
attempted to do chiefly by threatening, shaking, 
and tickling her — tickling wai his most potent wea- 
pon, and even employed till sh» swooned under his 
pointed argument j. On Saturday he informed her 
that unless she was reconverted and believed, she 
would die within three months. Oi the next dav, 
tieing in great fear, she attempted to open the win- 
dows to summon the neighbors, when he jerked her 
back so violently that she swoon-id. When the door 
V H ' - S epae, i':^ was I». a coru.r InieuoibU and 
aMMSief, and he was quietly seated in his chair, 
holdiug the child and reading the Bible. He w as 
1 not guilty, there being no evidence of any at- 
oi hii part to injure her.

Years passed; the ruined u.aii made a second for-

i amusing himself on the continent. One d^y he (that 
is. the latter) related his Thames adventure to the 
English Ambassador at Paris, and the ambassador 
jto'dit tothe King, Louis X.VIIL, who was very 
j fond of anecdotes, as everybody knows. 

The King, who also thought himself a literary 
genius, was in the habit of furnishing a certain au- 
thor, named Merville, with dramatic hints occasion- 
ally, and hinted the scene of the would-l»e suicides, 
among others, one day. in 1817. Merville (who;e 
family name, by the way, was Camus) found it so 
diverting that he made a farce of it, and it was 
plaved the next year as the production of Merville 
& Co., I...uis XVIII beirg the Co.) under the name 
of "Lea Deux Anglais." 

However, Englishman No. 1 (the a uondam ruined 
one) did net prosper permanently. Having emigra- 
ted to France, he established himself in Paris as a 
wine-merchant, which resulted in his final failure in 
1833, and in his death (without the aid of the 
Thames this time ) two years afterward, leaving a 
daughter married to a Frerchman, whom he bad 
dealt with commercially, and who vet keeps a wine 
store in the Chaussee d'Antin. 

The Englishman No. 2 (he of the blue devils), 
meantime, having remained in France since 1817, is 
the one who has just died, in the Rue Goobert, at 
the age of 67; and he leaves, by will, two-thirds of 
his fortune to the heirs of Englishman No 1, who 
saved him from suicide— and whom he saved from 
suicide— forty years ago, one stormy night, on the 
banks of the Thames.

» ine merchant of the Chaussee d'Antin to stock a 
tolerable cellar with for his own drinking. Don't 
you think so?

"It is impo -i. je," s \\ s th» mtyor, in 
in otlirial report to Ihe Minister of the Interior, da- 
ted December 18th, "to cescril>e the confusion which 
nigned — tea', cries of desperatioi;, endeavors to 
e.-cape, prayers, tears, and blaspheme : such was the

The same mayor ask»d 
for surgical aid on behalf of the inhabitant*: 4,000 
atrputation cases awaited tbe : r arrival. Sixty sur- 
geons offered their services, but perhaps being poor, 
a*hed that tl ctr expenses might be paid, which h<s 
Majesty ehcMiied, and the poor creatures were suf- 
fered to die for want of aid that could l>e so cheaply 
rendered. The same terrible report adds that 250,- 

000 per.-o.s were rtudeiel houseless by this earth- 
quake, and 100 died each day from want of food. 

Several gentlemen have returned from the coun- 
try w hich has recently been devastated by the earth- 
quake. They had pasted nearly a fortnight iu wan- 
ueriog from one place to another, and the informa- 
tion which they bring back is of the deepest and 
mo.-t painful interest. According to them the shocks 
contiuue thioughout the entire district, to the num- 
ber of live or six a dty. sometimes tolerably strong, 
and genera ly occasioning the fall of many of the 
ruin- ii bouses. The hairbreadth escapes which they 
had are rather a matter for private narrative, but 
they much heighten the color of the terrible picture 
they draw. Their trip was extended far .>eyond 
Polla. and into the very center of volcanic action, 
as Potenza, Briensa, Tito, and many other places of 
mournfal celebrity. The scene of desolation was 
beyond the power of description. The actual labor 
was not to rebuild, but to destroy; the few houses 
that remained standing were insecure, and one would 
have said uninhabitable, but that the people, in 
their misery, still clung, like rooks, to their falling 
habitations. 

The country, in many parts, still gaped with wide 
fissures of the breadth of two arms, and when they 
had closed, had done so unequally, one side being 
m any feet higher than the other. Some < f the in- 
cidents whbh they relate eeem more like fables 
than facts. An infant had been dug out alive, after 
having been under the ruins eight days. Its mother 
fed it too bountifully, and it died. A girl of ei fe ht 
years of age had been disinterred after eleven days' 
"burial, ana was still living. The monks of S. Fran- 
cisco, in Padula, related a story of a girl of 17 years 
of age, who had lieen recovered after 21 days' burial 
— the monks added that the girl spoke of having 
been visited in her subterranean tomb by a lady- 
dressed in black, who gave her bread and water. 
She believed that it was the Madonna. Mules had 
also been dug out alive, after 21 days' burial. One 
of the monks told my informants, that on the night 
of the 16th ult. the shock was so violent as to throw 
him out of his bed through the window into the 
garden of the monastery. 

At Yeg^iano, a poor women had lost her bus 
band and two children henexth the ruins; two yet 
survived, but they qukkly died of hunger, and the 
wretched mother hanged herself. Tales of wonder- 
ful and tragic interest al ouud, ai.d if the reader 
doubts th« ir possibility he has only to read Colle- 
tia's graphic description of the earthquake of 1753. 
The (eople had not settled down to anything like 
regular occupation, but grubbing among the ruins 
for whatever they could find and seeking for the 
bodies of their friends, of whom hundreds still re- 
main, as vet disinterred. Supplies we-e slowly- 
coming in for the poor people, but roads there. were 
scarcely any, and much had to be transported on 
the backs of mules. The province of Basilicata is 
the large-t in the kingdom, and yet has not more 
than one carriage ioid through it of any imi«or- 
tauce.

Before they separated the 
question was again made. Calhoun replied that the 
return had been properly certified. Judge Douglas 
then gave him some swern evidence on the subject. 
Calhoun read and turned pale. AI>out 1 o'clock at 
night Calhoun sent to Douglas's house that he was 
convii ced there had been fraud at Delaware Cross- 
ing — 510 votes l>eiog put down where on'y 40 votes 
were o^st — and that he had made the correction in 
the record with the approval of the President. He 
authorized Judge Douglas, Mr. Harris, of Illinois, 
and Gen. Quitman to publish this fact. 

Trouble Am<>n«, m Nkw Yoi:k Stiieet Ven- 
ders. — The Mayor is giving a deal of trouble to the 
New York street venders, who have stands on the 
sidewalks and corners for the sale of apples, candies, 
and other articles. The following argument of a 
German, who was brought up for selling hats at a 
stand on the sidewalk, illustrates the position of 
manv of them: 

"Vat for now," said the excited German, "you 
calls me up to violate laws? I had no understand- 
ing of vat you call ordinances 'gainst selling hoots 
in der strasse, till tieser policermann bringht me np 
to violate laws." 

Mayor. — Didn't you know you had no right to 
sell without a license? 

"I know nichf." 

Mayor — Y'ou know it now, and must stop sell- 

"Vat can man do and not sell hoots in der strasse? 

1 am vun poor man — mit a frau and three kleinen 
child (vas ist das you call kindern), and have not 
wish to steal or dishonest be; and I muss live, and 
how can I live wenn I not sell boots in der strasse?" 

Mayor —You must not violate the laws. 
"But I muss live; and how can I live if I not sell 
hoots in der strasse?" 

Growth of the Nads.— Some interesting facte are 
stated in the journals of medicine in regard to the 
increase of nails and hair in man. From the state- 
ments made it appears that the growth of the nails 
is more rapid in children than in adults, and slowest 
in the aged. It goes on more promptly in summer 
than in winter, so that the same nail that is renewed 
in on* hundred and thirty-two days in winter, re- 
quires only one hundred and sixteen in summer — a 
fact depending on the "vis vitalis," which seems to 
be proportioned to it. The increase of nails of the 
right hand is more rapid than of the left. It differs, 
also, for the different fingers, and in corresponding 
with the length of the finger— being most rapid for 
the middle finger, nearly equal for the two either 
aid i of this, slower for the little finger, and slowest 
for the thumb. The growth of the hair is well 
know n to be much accelerated by frequent cutting. 
It forms more rapidly by day than at night, and in 
hot seasons than in cold.
